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Medical  Millions  and  Hospitals.

It  is  astonishing  and  painful  to  note  the 
number  of  Christians  who  arc  not  in  sym- 
pathy with  medical  missions,  and  some  op- 
pose it  outright.  On  the  floor  of  a recent 
associational  meeting  I heard  a Baptist 
preacher  call  for  proof  of  th*  scripturalness 
of  medical  missions,  and  it  was  manifest 
that  several  of  his  hearers  <rcre  in  sympa- 
thy with  his  challenge.  Of  course  such  an 
idea  is  based  on  the  same  foundation  upon 
which  all  anti  missionism  rests — the  ignor- 
ance of  God's  Word,  and  selfishness.  I 
urn  persuaded  that  ignorance  is  responsible 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  apposition  to  all 
sorts  of  mission  work.  Multitudes  know 
practically  nothing  about  the  fundamental 
teachings  of  the  Bible.  And  this  ignorance 
is  not  confined  entirely  to  the  laity.  Sprink- 
ling and  pouring  for  baptism,  infant  bap- 
tism, anti  missionism,  etc,,  thrive  only  in 
the  soils  of  ignorance,  inconsistency  and 
disloyalty.  To  many  of  our  conclusions 
in  (he  matter  of  religious  belief  and  prac- 
tice arc  mere  deductions  from  our  own  faul- 
ty reasoning  (f).  without  regard  to  what 
God  says  on  the  subject.  We  should  “search 
the  scriptures”  and  not  our  own  feelings 
and  prejudices,  and  the  writings  of  men.  to 
determine  our  position  on  any  given  relig- 
ious question. 

That  medical  missions  arc  as  clearly 
taught  in  the  Bible  as  any  other  phase  of 
mission  work  is  manifest  to  every  one  who 
has  taken  the  paints  to  learn  what  Jesus’ 
attitude  was  toward  bodily  healing.  And 
one  docs  not  have  to  master  the  Bible  to 
learn  Jesus’  attitude  toward  the  sick  and 
infirm.  As  he  went  about  teaching  and 
preaching  he  also  healed  “all  manner  of 
sickness  and  all  manner  of  disease  among 
the  people.”  His  healing  power  brought 
to  him  great  multitudes  of  people  and  he 
was  thus  enabled  to  reach  the  souls  of  men 
more  effectively.  Jesus  came  to  heal  and 
save  the  whole  man. 

And  when  the  Master  sunt  out  his  dis- 
ciples to  preach,  he  also  gave  them  power  to 
heal.  It  would  help  them  in  their  work, 
and,  too,  that  was  a part  of  Jesus’  mission 
on  earth.  Jesus  loves  the  body  as  well  as 
the  soul  of  man.  so  much  so  that  he  is  go- 
ing to  raise  it  up  at  the  last  day.  and  fash- 
ion it  like  unto  his  glorious  body.  We  are 
commanded  to  care  for  the  body,  for  it  is 
the  temple  of  God.  Sin  and  disease  prey 
upon  our  bodies,  and  Jesus  came  into  the 
world  to  combat  sin  whereever  found;  and 
he  commands  ns  to  do  likewise. 

All  admire  the  marvelous  success  of  Paul 
the  preacher  and  missionary.  But  evident- 
ly his  success  was  in  a measure  due  to  the 
work  done  by  his  biographer,  “tie  beloved 
physician”  Luke  who  was  much  with  Paul. 
With  his  power  of  healing,  os  a physician, 
many  times  he  could  arrest  the  attention  of 
the  deluded  and  superstitions  heathen,  thus 
opening  the  way  for  Paul  to  tell  them  of 
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Jesus,  who  has  “healing  in  his  wings,”  for 
the  sin  sick  soul.  It  is  no  leas  true  with 
our  missionaries  today,  The  physician's 
work  is  very  helpful  to  the  preacher's,  and. 
under  God,  his  work  is  very  elfectual  in  op- 
ening up  the  way  for  the  gospel;  for  we 
must  remember  that  God  uses  human  agen- 
cies in  dealing  with  men. 

The  preacher  and  pastor  who  would  do 
the  best  possible  work  must  sot  forget  the 
sick  and  the  afflicted  of  his  community.  It 
is  his  duty  to  do  so.  and  it  is  profitable  be- 
side. Often  it  is  we  can  la;  our  hands  on 
a man,  so  to  speak,  while  on  his  bed  of  af- 
fliction, when  it  is  almost  impossible  to  other- 
wise reach  him.  Everybody  regards  “a 
friend  in  deed”  as  “a  friend  indeed.”  Sick- 
ness usually  opens  an  effectual  door  for  the 
spiritual  advisor.  Not  long  since  a young 
man  rode  on  horseback  twelve  miles,  right 
by  one  or  two  churches,  to  nave  a certain 
preacher  baptise  him,  only  because  of  one 
visit  he  made  the  young  mini  while  he  was 
sick. 

Because  of  their  attention  grven  to  medi- 
cal missionary  work,  Catholics  have  become 
impregnable  to  the  attacks  of  Protestantism. 
They  preach  but  very  little  gospel,  but 
they  very  generously  furnish  treatment  for 
the  afflicted.  That  which  bears  most  heav- 
ily upon  the  mind  of  the  sick  man  is  his  dis- 
ease. He  is  so  anxious  about  getting  well 
that,  when  he  is  healed,  he  cannot  forget  the 
agency  that  effected  his  cuiv.  And  to  the 
minds  of  many  love  and  regard  for  the  well 
being  of  others  constitutes  religion — Chris 
tianity.  A writer  in  the  Homiletic  Review 
recently  said,  concerning  Mr.  Taft's  relig- 
ious views,  that  a man  could  im  a Unitarian 
and  a Christian  both  at  the  «ame  time,  and 
his  way  of  explaining  it  was  this:  “Re- 
ligion is  love.  ” And  so  thousands  of  peo- 
ple regard  Catholicism  as  the  highest  type 
of  Christianity,  and  many  others  esteem  it 
sufficient,  because  of  its  charity  toward  the 
sick. 

Baptists  are  waking  up  to  the  importance 
and  needs  of  medical  missionary  work,  both 
at  home  and  on  the  foreign  field.  Medical 
missionaries  are  being  sent  wut,  and  hospit- 
als are  being  built.  And  of  course  God 
honors  such  efforts.  Some  Baptist  Sani- 
tariums have  already  b?en  built,  and  others 
proposed.  Texas  Baptists  are  just  complet- 
ing a magnificent  sanitarium  which  will  not 
only  be  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  Jesus, 
but  will  add  greatly  to  their  power  for  good. 

Mississippi  Baptists,  in  conjunction  with 
those  of  Tenne.-wee  and  Arkansas,  have  un- 
dertaken the  task  of  building  a Baptist  san- 
itarium at  Memphis.  It  ought’ to  be  built, 
and  will  be  built,  and  every  Baptist  in  these 
threg  States  should  join  in  the  movement  to 
erect  and  set  in  operation  this  Const- like 
institution.  As  we  listen  to  the  cries  that 
come  to  us  across  the  seas  let  us  not  close 
our  cars  against  the  wails  of  misery  around 
us.  Jesus  at  all  times  turned  aside  to  heal 
the  sick  that  were  brought  to  them,  and 
let  ns  do  as  did  our  Master.

The  Sunday  School  of  today  w a u»«*st 
im(io riant  factor  in  the  political  and  rrlig 
ioiis  prosperity  of  our  country.  It  trains 
the  thoughts  and  guides  the  life  in  right 
cousncss:  making  better  eitiaeni  and  lead 
ing  the  souls  to  Christ  for  salvation.  Though 
instituted  primarily  for  the  young,  it  has 
been  equally  powerful  over  persons  of  aid 
er  growth;  in  giving  them  a knowledge  of 
the  Bible,  and  its  use  in  the  oonreruoa  of 
the  world,  and  their  Christian  duty —that 
they  may  be  “doers  of  the  Word,  and  not 
hearers  only." 

Great  changes  have  taken  place  m the  last 
fifty  years.  The  school  was  considered  then 
rather  as  a side  issue , now,  the  first  depart 

ment  of  the  church  work.  Early  impressions 
are  knojrn  to  be  the  must  listing  hence  the 
obligation  to  teach  the  young  Ths  old 
plan  of  mixed  classes,  on  backless  seats , 
surrounded  by  scores  of  children  reel  ling 
out  loud  has  been  abandoned  largely  for 
separate  rooms  and  graded  c lames  Another 
advancement  has  been  the  formation  of  ths 
adult  departments. 

There  is  no  longer  necessity  to  defend  the 
ftunday  School ; for  facta  prove  its  infiaeoee 
in  the  church  and  in  the  community — lU 
a licence  is  felt;  its  faithful  administration 
a blessing.  Most  of  the  secessions  to  omr 
churches  come  through  the  nunday  Schools 
and  nearly  all  the  workers.  Our  people  are 
beginning  to  realise  that  the  church  was  or 
fU’tH  f,r  ervif.  .ind  to  do  faithful  oar 
vice  they  must  have  trained  workman.  Om 
serration  and  patienee  will  bring  glorious 
results. 

All  Sunday  Schools  cannot  be  large,  nor 
sre  such  always  the  best  We  are  urged 
“not  to  despise  tbe  day  of  small  things 
Note  the  example  of  our  Saviour  stopping 
at  Jacob’s  well  to  instruct  one  woman  One 
teacher  and  one  pupil  may  constitute  a 
Sunday  School.  The  first  church  aehout 
in  Meridian  was  started  with  seven,  all  told 
it  now  has  over  600.  and  there  are  five  olh 
era  in  the  city,  with  fully  as  many  more. 
To  these  may  be  added  schools  in  the  ten 
colored  churches. 

Ever?-  rhurrh  should  have  at  least  one 
Sunday  School. 

It  is  a reflection  upon  Christianity  to  say 
that  any  cannot.

Dr.  J.  B.  Moody  at  Chalybeate. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Moody  of  Martin.  Tenn.,  de- 
livered a aeries  of  doctrinal  discussions  at 
Chalybeate.  Miss.,  beginning  Friday  night, 


Oct.  23rd.  lie -spoke  first  tin  “Our  Attitude 
Toward  the  Truth,”  embodied  in  the  fol- 
lowing: Believing  the  truth.  Knowing  the 
truth  and  Doing  the  truth. 

He  followed  this  with  diseuasious  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper,  Baptism  and  the  Origin  and 
Perpetuity  of  the  church,  delivering  two 
addresses  on  the  latter  subject  To  say 
that  Moody  is  a “Master  of  doctrines,”  is 
putting  it  mildly. 

Any  church  would  do  well  to  have  Dr. 
Moody  visit  it  and  preach  a series  of  ser- 
mons. He  would  leave  the  Baptists  of  that 
community  with  very  much  more  true  Bap- 
tist and  Christian  stamina.  An  undoctrin- 
ated  church  or  person  is  like  a human  body 
without  any  bones  in  it,  limp  and  unable 
to  stand.  But  for  the  few  among  us  who 
“contend  earnestly  for  the  faith  once  for 
all  delivered  unto  the  saints,”  the  world 
would  soon  loose  sight  of  the  great  funda- 
mentals of  Christian  teaching.  Oh  for  more 
of  the  virile,  red  blood  of  gospel  truth  in 
the  hearts  of  men  and  women.  If  the  Bap 
tists  do  not  give  the  world  this,  who  will!

“A  Guide  to  the  Study  of  Church  His- 
tory,” by  Rev.  W.  J.  McGlothlm,  Ph.,i 
D.L);,  Professor  of  Church  History  in  the 
Southern  baptist  'theological  Seminary,  it 
is  published  by  baptist  World  Publishing 
Co.,  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  its  price  is  $1.50 
postpaid.  It  is  well  bound,  printed  in  clear 
type  and  on  good  paper,  and  contains  264 
pages.  We  are  much  pleased  with  it.  As 
to  the  scope  and  purpose  of  the  book,  we 
feel  that  we  cannot  Uo  better  than  to  give 
our  readers  the  author's  preface:  “As  the 
title  indicates,  this  volume  is  intended  to 
be  a guide  to  students.  It  is  not  designed 
to  take  the  place  of  larger  boons  or  render 
lecturing  unnecessary,  but  to  be  a guide 
to  the  best  knowii  manuals  and  a basis  for 
lecturing.  The  etlort  has  been  to  present 
the  essentials  of  church  history  in  a form 
so  compact  as  to  appeal  to  the  eye  and  be 
easily  remembered,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  direct  the  student  to  wider  reading  on 
ihe  various  subjects.  For  this  purpose,  four 
if  the  best  known  manuals,  representing 
different  confessional  view  points,  those  of 
Newiuau,  (baptist),  Hurts,  (Methodist), 
Kurts,  (Lutheran),  and  Alzog,  (Catholic), 
have  been  selected  for  constant  reference, 
with  occasional  references  to  Schaff,  Moel- 
ler and  other  works.

that  their  work  was  done,  and  so  with  large 
uninmity  they  made  suitable  disposition  of 
their  church  property  valued  at  $5,500,  and 
with  great  regret  passed  a resolution  of 
adjournment  sine  die. 

Their  property  goes  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  to  build  chapels  in  foreign  lands.

| The  Apostle  Paul  was  not  satisfied  with 
simply  matriculating  but  was  intent  upon 
taking  the  full  course  with  hia  Lord:  and 
with  his  mouth  in  the  dust  he  confesses 
that  he  has  not  “already  attained”  and  that 
he  is  not  already  perfect,  but  that  he  is 
“pressing  towards  the  mark.”  And  in 
writing  to  the  Philippian*  he  declarw  that 
he  counts  all  things  but  losa  *>r  the  “Excel- 

lcncy  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ.” 

That  he  might  know  him  and  the  power  of 
his  resurrection  and  the  fellowship  of  his 
suffering,  being  made  eonformable  to  hia 
death.”  Paul  was  yearning  for  this  fuller, 
broader,  deeper  knowledge  for  which  every 
Christian  should  strive. 

Are  we  painfully  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  our  faith  is  weak!  When  wc  contem- 
plate the  faith  of  Abraham  who  went  out, 
not  knowing  whither.  Who  believed  God’s 
promise  not  knowing  how  the  promise  was 
to  be  fulfilled,  who  obeyed  God’s  command, 
not  asking  why  the  command  was  given, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  real  faith  pro 
duces  unquestioned  implicit  obedience  to 
the  explicit  commsnds  of  God.  wc  are  over- 
whelmingly convinced  of  the  weakness  of 
our  faith.  But  our  faith  in  God  is  weak  he. 
cause  we  know  so  little  abont  the  deep 
things  of  God.  T would  not  sav  that  we 
should  never  prav  for  more  faith  but  while 
we  are  praying  for  more  faith  let  us  strive 
to  know  more  of  Jesus.

i I began  a meeting  on  the  14th  day  of  Oe- 
tober  in  Judsonia  Ark.,  and  preached  for 
i twelve  days  before  the  blessing  came.  I 

i preached  twice  every  day— the  first  Sun 
i day  I was  there  we  had  a sunrise  prayer 
meeting  and  then  I preached  four  times — 
the  second  Sunday  I preached  only  three 
time*.  A lady,  who  is  sn  invalid,  sent  for 
the  preacher  to  come  and  talk  to  her  about 
her  soul — she  sent  her  name  to  the  church 
and  asked  to  be  made  a candidate  for  bap 
tism — her  husband,  the  leading  physician  in 
town  united  with  us  the  same  night  for 
baptism. 

During  one  of  our  services  a cry  was  heard 
out  in  the  audience  while  wc  were  singing, 
and  a wife  asked  the  people  to  kneel  with 
her  while  she  poured  out  her  heart  to  Ood 
in  behalf  of  her  husband — I nave  never  wit- 
nessed anything  to  equal  that  scene. 

One  young  lady  accepted  Christ  an-! 
wanted  to  follow  Him  in  baptism,  but  h«r 
parents  would  not  consent— she  united  anv- 
wav  and  she  was  roughly  treated  and  for- 
bidden to  attend  another  service.  Oh  God. 
keep  this  dear  girl  within  the  circle  of  Thy 
plan  and  use  her  to  the  glory  of  Jeans. 

An  old  crippled  man  for  whom  no  one 
seemed  to  care,  seat  for  a Christian  work 
cr  and  wanted  to  be  restored  to  the  full  fel- 
lowship of  the  chun-h  after  wandering  ia 
the  cold  for  thirty  years— hia  wife,  who  had 
been  a member  of  the  Methodist  church, 
united  with  him.  Another  man  came  back 
after  being  out  for  twenty  eight  yean,  I 
preached  more  than  thirty  times — had  two 
cottage  prayer  meetings  every  evening,  one 
on  each  side  of  town — and  many  people  were 
reached  through  the  prayer  meeting* 

We  had  a splendid  orchestra  composed 
of  seven  pieces— a children’s  choir  added  to 
the  music  very  materially,  and  the  general 
congregational  singing  was  far  beyond  our 
expectations,  and  was  indeed  a means  of  in- 
spiration to  the  preacher. 

We  closed  the  night  of  the  fifteenth  day  - 
with  twenty  four  for  baptism  and  some  by 
letter  and  restoration.  I am  at  hom*^- 
have  had  a call  to  a pastorate  in  Alabama— 
bnt  feel  that  God  has  work  here  for  me  to 
do.  Brother,  if  you  want  some  one  to  come 
and  help  you  a week  or  two  write  to  me.  and 
we  will  pray  over  the  matter  and  God  will- 
ing  I will  come  and  do  my  dead  level  beat 
to  win  vonr  town  to  Christ.

The  means  used  most  effect- 
ively is  the  postal  savings  bank, 
through  which  deposits  may  be 
made  at  any  post  office  in  the

Deposits  are  re- 
corded by  special  adhesive  pos- 
tage stamps  which  are  pasted  in 
the  bank  book  furnished  to  each 
depositor  free  of  charge,  and  bear- 
i ing  each  an  official  number.

er the  book  is  issued,  money  may 
be  deposited  at  any  office  in  the 
kingdom,  and  depositors  may  cor- 
respond with  the  bank  free  of 
postal  charges.  Through  the  in- 
strumentality of  these  banks,  the 
writer  believes  that  the  idea  of 
thrift  has  been  ingrained  in  the 
national  character.
